Looking Back 


DISNEYANA: FANTASIA’S FANTASTIC FIGURINES 


When Walt Disney’s classic Fantasia was released in 1940, 
merchandisers were not quick to jump on the bandwagon, as 
they had done with Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs and 
Pinocchio. Fantasia did not have the same type of characters 
as its predecessors, characters which could easily be used for 
toys and games. One company, a pottery manufacturer in a 
Los Angeles suburb, did come forward with a proposal for 
Fantasia-themed items. Vernon Kilns received the license 
and began production on sets of Fantasia dinnerware. Eight 
different patterns were produced with such names as Enchant- 
ment, Nutcracker, Flower Ballet, and Fairyland. Vernon 
Kilns also created eight styles of vases and bowls, in solid 
colors and hand-decorated versions. But most interesting to 
collectors of Disneyana are the Fantasia figurines. Thirty-six 
different figurines were made—satyrs, centaurettes, unicorns, 
hippos, sprites, ostriches, —even mushroom salt and pepper 
shakers. Each figurine has a number impressed in the 
bottom of the base. In the Walt Disney Archives we are lucky 
to have assembled 35 of the 36 figurines; we are still searching 


for number 16, a donkey unicorn.

And the holidays can add 
stress to throwing a party. 
Parents sometimes also 
wrestle with the question of 
how to throw a successful 
party when the guests would 
range from young children to 
singles and seniors. 

It doesn’t have to be hard, 
says Desmond Atholl, author 
of Desmond's Guide to Perfect 
Entertaining (St. Martin's 
Press, 1993, $18.95). "Too 
many people are intimidated 
about having parties. Just 
have the kind of party you 
are comfortable with, and 
don't party to impress." 

When the guest list in- 
cludes children, the trick 
is to see the event as two sep- 
arate parties, not just one. 
The idea shouldn't be to seg- 
regate the kids, Atholl says, 
but rather to ensure that the 
children have the fun and 
the stimulation they need. 

Sometimes just having one 
of the older children lead 
the younger ones in a holi- 
day craft project on a news- 
paper-covered table in the 
playroom or den during the 
hors d'oeuvres hour can be 
fun. Older kids may enjoy 
taking instant photos of the 
guests and gluing the snap- 
shots to paper to serve as 
visual place cards. 

Atholl also likes the idea 
of creating a children's dinner 
table, suitable to the size of 
the smaller guests and deco- 
rated with an eye to what 
intrigues children. Even plain 
white paper can serve as a

tablecloth, as long as a basket 
of crayons is provided so that 
the children can draw. 

Atholl also encourages fam- 
ilies to involve the children 
in the pre-party planning, 
including designing glittery 
pine-cone centerpieces, 
invitations, or other decora- 
tions. They can help select 
and wrap little dime-store 
gifts to put at each guest’s 
place—a special touch Atholl 
finds everyone appreciates. 

For simplicity and easy 
cleanup, Atholl encourages 
party-givers to feel comfort- 
able using plastic glasses 
and paper goods. For a group 
larger than eight, Atholl finds 
only a buffet meal is workable. 
But he warns that it is crucial 
to set the buffet up logically, 
with plates and silverware 
first, and the cranberry sauce 
next to the turkey. 

Especially for parents man- 
aging the hectic pace of fam- 
ily life, Atholl recommends 
that much of the food prepa- 
ration and decorating should 
be done before the day of 
the event. He also encour- 
ages party-givers to be sure 
every member of the family 
has a pre-determined role. 

While Atholl doesn’t 
promise that party-givers 
won't be a bit tired as they 


wave good-bye to the last- 
to-leave guests, he does say 
that the memories of holiday 
parties will be long-lasting. 
What is important is to seize 
the opportunity to create a 
special celebration this sea- 
son. “Just do the best you can 
do...and have fun.”

A COUGH SYRUP 
PRIMER 


Shopping for cough medi- 
cine today can be daunting. 
There is a bewildering variety 
of over-the-counter options. 
And the differences between 
the various one- or two-letter 
labels are hard to decipher. 
How do you choose between 
a DM and a PE? 

There is no universal code 
for the initials printed on 
cough syrup packages. Every 
manufacturer uses different 
letters to identify products 
designed to attack different 
sets of symptoms. Most cough 
medications are made up ofa 
syrupy base to which various 
active ingredients and flavor- 
ings are added. Many products 
combine a wide combination 
of ingredients that promise to 
cure everything from a stuffy

Rebecca Wheeler Chater, à 
Fayetteville, North Carolina, 
pharmacist who specializes 
in children's medication, 
says the first step in shop- 
ping for cough remedies is 
to clarify the person's symp- 
toms. “A cough is not just a 
cough," Chater says. 

Parents should determine 
whether the cough is dry or 
productive (which means the 
child may cough up mucous 
or the chest may sound wet 
or crackly). À parent should: 
also assess whether the child 
has a fever, a stuffy nose, or 
symptoms of а cold. 

"The goal should be to pick 
a medication that treats just 


the specific symptoms—and 
no тоге,” says Chater. It's too 
easy to accidentally give а 
double dose of an ingredient 
by first offering à child a 
multi-symptom cough syrup, 
for example, and then giving 
some Tylenol for a fever. The 
cough syrup may have 
included acetaminophen. 
For a dry cough, choose a 
medication that offers just а 
cough suppressant, such as 
dextromethorphan. These 


remedies are usually marketed 


with simply the product 
name, and no accompanying 
letters. If there is a suspicion 
that there may be some 
underlying, quiet congestion 
in the chest, or if the cough is 
clearly productive, Chater

PHOTOGRAPHY 
THROUGH 
CHILDREN’S EYES 


Cameras can be fascinat- 
ing to children. 

But at what age does a 
child have the coordination 
to hold the camera still, cen- 
ter a subject in the view- 
finder, and gently squeeze 
the shutter? According to 
Dodge McFall, a manager for 
Eastman Kodak Company in 
Rochester, New York, six to 
eight is typically the right 
time to start a child out with 
photography. 

While about 50 percent of 
children six years old and 
older own a camera, and 25 
percent more have access to 
one, parents may not en- 
courage children to take pic- 
tures. If the photos don’t turn 
out well, parents can easily 
get so tired of the cost of film 
and processing that they may 
even start to hide the camera 
from the child, McFall says. 

The new single-use cam- 
eras offer a good way to 
slowly gauge a child’s poten- 
tial interest in photography,

McFall says. At about $10, 
they are easy to use and come 
pre-loaded with film. Ifa 
child should lose a single-use 
camera, it is far less of a 
catastrophe than if a more 
expensive camera has been 
misplaced. And special- 
application single-use 
cameras are available, such 
as panoramic (great to shoot 
the whole soccer team), 
water-proof (good for skiing, 
ice skating, shooting in the 
rain or even underwater), and 
telephoto models. 

But sometime around the 
age of six to eight—depending 
on interest and dexterity—kids 
are ready for a somewhat 
more sophisticated camera, 
says McFall. Given what kids 
are doing with other forms of 
technology, such as personal 
computers, experts today 
encourage parents not to 
underestimate their children’s 
ability to handle a camera 
effectively. 

The trick is to finda 
camera that is not so big that 
it’s hard for little children to 
hold and handle, and not so 
sophisticated that basics like 
film-loading and focusing are 
off-putting. Yet children do 
tend to like cameras that look 
as much like the parents’ 
model as possible, says 
McFall, and manufacturers 
have responded to this 
demand by creating simple 
cameras that look a lot like 
the more complex models. 

For children who are ready 
for something more than a 
single-use camera, there is a 
wide range of $25 to $75 110- 
cartridge and 35-mm cameras 
that offer easy-to-use features 
such as auto-focus, drop-in 
film cartridge loading, and 
automatic film advance. 

While parents can easily 
fall into the habit of shooting 
just big events, McFall says 
kids are the champions of 


candid photography. “They 
tend to negatively react to 
posing, and they love to 
capture the fun, silly—and 
sometimes embarrassing 
—antics of daily life.” They 
become family historians. 

Photography experts 
recommend that parents help 
children categorize, organize, 
and preserve their pictures in 
albums. “Once kids have 
albumed their photos, they 
get a lot more enjoyment out 
of them, and albums are a 
good vehicle for extending 
the expression of the 
children’s thoughts,” says 
McFall. In addition to generic 
albums, there are now others 
that help a child chronicle 
family life, a party, ora 
vacation—with room to write 
thoughts and impressions.

cause the real culprit is fat. 
“A teaspoon of sugar has 
16 calories, but the same 
amount of margarine has 45 
to 50,” says Shield. “Fat is the 
number one issue, not sugar.” 
The National Cholesterol 
Education Program (NCEP) 
recommends that children 
consume no more than 30 
percent of their total calories 
as fat, or about 66 grams of fat 
for an active school-aged 
child, according to Shield. 
But what about all the 
sugar-related concerns par- 
ents have? Does sugar make 
children wilder and more 
excitable? No, says Shield. 
“There are no scientific 
studies that show kids are 
hyper after ingesting sugar.” 
Any crazy behavior is prob- 
ably due to the party atmo- 
sphere that typically goes 
with cupcakes and sodas. 
Doesn’t sugar cause cavities? 


Actually, Shield says sugar is 
a carbohydrate, and other 
offenders—like crackers and 
bread—are just as likely to 
contribute to cavity formation. 

“I don’t think kids should 
be policed away from sugar,” 
Shield says. But she does 
recommend that parents 
concentrate on providing a 
balanced diet, rich in the 
various food groups, and as 
low in fat as possible. “The 
key is to be sure that sugar is 
not replacing necessary 
nutrients,” Shield says. 

Yet a soft drink can contain 
between nine and 12 tea- 
spoons of sugar, a lot more 
worrisome than some 
cookies. “What’s problematic 
is not the sugar itself,” Shield 
adds, “but the high number of 
sugar-only calories a child can 
get by drinking a few glasses 
of soft drinks a day.” 

As for sugar substitutes, ac- 


cording to the Federal Drug 
Administration (FDA), aspar- 
tame (marketed as Equal and 
NutraSweet) and saccharin 
are safe in moderation. The 
FDA says an acceptable daily 
intake of aspartame is 50 mg 
per kg of body weight, or the 
equivalent of seven cans of 
soda for a 50-pound child. 

But Shield questions why a 
parent would be offering chil- 
dren—unless they аге dia- 
betic—an artificial sweetener. 
“If a child is consuming diet 
pop instead of milk, some- 
thing’s wrong,” she says. “Baby 
boomers are part of a gen-- 
eration that has grown up 
dieting and focusing more on 
cutting calories than on 
building a healthy diet.”

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OK, here’s your mission... 

You are going to pick a script you think is a winner—one the 
public will love and feel heartened by. You’ve read hundreds and 
hundreds of possible contenders, and finally found the one you 
believe in. Great! Now make what's on paper come to rip-roaring 
life. In a matter of months. And on budget. Think you can do it? 
Well then, you can be a producer. Sort of. Award-winning 
producers Jon Avnet and Jordan Kerner (Fried Green Tomatoes, 
Risky Business, The Burning Bed) felt they had found the family 
film they'd been wanting to make when they read Stephen Brill's 
The Mighty Ducks. It was a poignant comedy about the life 
lessons an aggressive “win-at-any-cost” trial lawyer named Gordon 
Bombay learns from the crew of pint-size hockey misfits he's 
assigned by the courts to coach, and Kerner felt the story would 
appeal to adults as much as to kids and teens. 

The pair brought on board director Stephen Herek of Bill and 
Ted's Excellent Adventure fame; cast Emilio Estevez in the lead 
role because, as Herek says, "Emilio has a great sen 
quality which makes Gordon 
redeemable even when he 


seems unredeemable,” and got ready to make their film. 

That's where the “sort of” comes in. Movie making is the 
frustrating, exhilarating, passionate experience it is because no 
matter how much you prepare, anything can, and very often does, 
happen. Experienced producers like Avnet and Kerner try to 
mitigate this "law of unpredictability” by planning everything— 
right down to the smallest detail. 

Take the location where The Mighty Ducks was to be shot. In 
the script, the story is set in Minnesota, yet, says Kerner, “we 
scouted locations in Pittsburgh, Chicago, Boston, Toronto and 
Vancouver.” Oddly enough, with all that shopping around, 
Minneapolis, with its 52 indoor ice rinks, 60 outdoor rinks, 
thousands of peewee hockey teams, and highly skilled pool of 
professional crew to draw from, ended up being Kerner and 
Avnet’s number one choice for location shooting. 

And Minneapolis had another plus. Minnesota being the heart 
of peewee hockey country, finding kids to play on the opposing 

teams in the movie proved no problem. But finding kids [>

who could skate and act did. Feeling it was more important for 
the kids who made up the movie’s Ducks to be professional actors 
than to be good skaters, Kerner and Avnet ended up with a crew 
of kids who, like the ones in the movie, couldn't skate, couldn't 
score, and, half of them never even having seen а hockey game, 
couldn't possibly win. 

So, you want to be a producer? What now? Hey, this one's 
easy. Organize a hockey camp. Six weeks before the start of 
principal photography, the kids playing the 
Ducks arrived in Minneapolis so they could 
spend three hours a day on the ice. They 
practiced coordination skills, skating drills, 
and scrimmaging. On the fourth week they 
were joined by, you guessed it, Emilio 
Estevez. He didn't know anything about 
hockey, either. 

At the same time, across town, the 
production designer, Randy Ser, was busy 
pinning down 22 separate locations for 
shooting and building three sets in 
warehouses. Sounds straightforward enough except that this is 
Minneapolis in winter. As the art department painted exteriors, 
their brushes froze to the buildings; their paint brushes had to be 
thawed every 20 minutes. 

But finally shooting began. Things were going pretty well 
except for the day director Herek shot during an actual 
Northstars hockey game at Minneapolis's Met Center. The game 
was in progress; the actors were in place; but so were thousands 
of screaming Northstar fans. The space was 50 tight, handheld 
cameras had to be used, and there was no way to control crowd 
reaction or noise. *It was like filming a documentary," says Herek. 

And then there was that magical moment when the Ducks got 
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to meet “real” hockey pros, in this case the Northstars' Michael 
Modano and Basil McRae. Only problem this time— the National 
Hockey League players had voted to go out on strike on the very 
day the scene was scheduled to be shot. Modano and McRae had 
to be off the ice by the time the strike vote was announced or face 
stiff penalties and very unhappy teammates. 

If, by this time, you are rethinking becoming a producer, 
console yourself with this thought. No matter how unpredictable 
filmmaking can be, weather, in Minneapolis 
in winter, is always the same. Every year, 
for millenia now, the only adjective to 
describe it is “cold.” “Freezing” simply 
won't do— it's usually way below freezing. 
Except the year The Mighty Ducks was 
filmed outside. Suddenly it was un- 
seasonably warm. Which is why the Ice 
Palace at Saint Paul's Winter Carnival 
began to melt and had to be destroyed. 
This might have been okay, except that it 
was a chosen location for the film, the 
centerpiece of a wonderful winter carnival scene. 

Here's where you find out if you truly have what it takes to be 
a producer. Avnet and Kerner responded to this possible 
calamity the way any producer would. They had their production 
designer create a winter carnival on the spot, complete with ice 
sculptures, snow, and horses with sleighs. They brought to the 
film that magic ingredient every producer has to have— Lady 
Luck. Remember, Avnet and Kerner had chosen to shoot their 
movie in Minneapolis, Minnesota. Where else in the world would 
hundreds of hearty and good-natured extras stand out in the 
cold—for hours—just so you can shoot the carnival scene to 
your smash movie, right?
